Cape Town, Aug. 7.—Details have 
been received here of the decisive 
victory won on Wednesday by the 700 
British 
troops 
compOBing 
Colonel 
Plumer's column over J»» native force 
estimated to have numbered from 5,000 
to 7.000 men. 
The latter fought most 
desperately and bravely, charging up 
within a few yards of the British rapid 
fire guns. 
About 500 of the Matabele 
warriors were slain during the engage- 
ment, which lasted several hours, and 
the loss of the British included Major 
Kershaw, Lieutenant 
Harvey, 
four 
sergeants and about thirty men killed, 
and six officers, several non-commis- 
sioned officers and about fifty men 
wounded, 
according 
to 
unofficial 
figures. 


The Matabeles and their allies were 
commanded 
by 
the 
big 
chiefs, 
Sokombeo and Umlugnlus, and were 
divided into five impis, or regiments, 
each of over 1,000 men, well supplied 
with arms and ammunition. 


At 6 o'clock on Wednesday âiorning 
a force of about 700 men, whites and 
natives, cavalry, infantry and artillery, 
all under British officers, marched io 
the Umlugulu valley. 
The white in- 
fantry, commanded by Captain Beres- 
ford, with two Ecrew guns and a Mazini 
rapid fire gun, was detached to make a 
deiour behind some hills and tben 
take up a position from which the 
valley could be shelled. 
It had previ- 
ously been reported by the scouts that 
the enemy, in strong force, was en- 
camped in the valley, preparing for a 
forward movement upon the British 
positions. 


The main body of the British troops 
was halted while Captain Beresford's 
detachment was making its way to the 
position designated for the artillery to 
occupy. 
While this movement was 
being executed, the guns being moved 
over a small ibolated kohje, the Mata- 
beles made a sudden and determined 
dash at Captain Beresford's command. 
There was no strategy or concealment. 
The natives rushed forward like a liv- 
ing tidal wave and, in spite of the hot 
fire which was promptly poured into 
their ranks, auccseded in getting with- 
in forty yards of the screw guns and 
reached a spot only fifteen yards from 
the Maxim rapid fire gun before any ot 
these pieces could be brought into 
action. 
In fact, another minutera de- 
lay in opening fire with the guns might 
have proved fatal to the Beresford de- 
tachment, as the white infantry was 
apparently unabld to check the reck- 
less, wild charge of the tribesmen, who 
seemed to court death in their fierce 
attack upon the column. 


But 
when 
the 
screw 
guns be- 
gan 
crashing case 
shot 
into the 
enemy, tearing wide, bloody gaps in 
the ranks, and the deadly Maxim 
rattled its hail of lead into the heaving, 
serried masses of the rapidly moving 
impls, the natives wavered in their 
charge and, a moment later, the rush 
was stopped and they began to give 
way, leaving heaps of dead and wound- 
ed on the field. But, rallied by the 
chiefs, who bravely rushed to the front, 
encouraging their followers by a dis- 
play of magnificent dash, the native 
warriors returned to the charge in the 
face of the fierce fire of the British 
guns, and Captain Beresford's fôrce 
was, for a few moments, completely 
surrounded by surging waves of warri- 
ors who seemed to know no fear. 
The 
position of the Beresford forces was 
then most critical and their commander 
hurriedly ordered his signal men to 
ask Colonel Plumer to lose no tim e 
in advancing with the main body to 
their rescue. 


While the signalling was in progress 
a hot and determined 
fight 
raged 
around the guns and several British 
officers and men fell. 
In the distance 
could be &een two more impis rushing 
forward to join in the attack upon 
Beresford's positiou. 
Colonel Plumer 
ordered the main body of the British 
troops to advance. 


The mounted men were sent forward 
at a gallop to storm the hills on the 
left of Beresford's position, from which 
the natives were delivering a nasty, 
dropping fire upon the kohje occupied 
by the British guns. 
The cavalry was 
gallantly led by Major Kershaw, who 
charged up to within fifteen yards of 
the enemy's position, when he was shot 
through the heart by a native, who 
almost immediately 
afterwards fell, 
literally riddled with bullets. 


The advance of the main body of 
Plumer's forces was quickly noticed by 
the natives who were pressing around 
the 
Beresford 
detachment, and it 
caused them to take steps to retreat in 
order to escape being caught between 
three fires. 


The guns were thus able to do better 
execution and a well directed fire of 
case shot, followed by a well placed 
fire of shrapnel, soon changed the 
native attack into a retreat, and when 
the fuU reinforctments came 
into 
action the enemy broke and fled. The 
guns and war rockeis played upon the 
natives as long as they were in range, 
^ t the main Iobu of the enemy was 
inflicted while they were bo bravely 
charging almost up to the muzBies of 
the British pieces. 
The bravery of the 
natives earned the admiration of the 
British, but thtir ebooting was of the 
worst poEsible description. 


Daring the first rush upon the Beres- 
ford kohje, Captain Lelweeyn 
per. 
Bonally saved the Maxim gun by Bome 


smart sabre and revolver work. 
At 
one time he was completely alone, the 
natives having driven back the gunners 
and being almost in possession of the 
pieces. 
The 
captain's 
determined 
stand, however, enabled a British rush 
to regain the gun, and he was helped 
out of his difficulties. 


The defeat of the natives will un- 
doubtedly have considerable effect as 
the impis defeated are among the best 
trained of the rebel forces. 
It is be 
lieved, however, that a further edvance 
of the British forces must be made and 
another defeat 
irflicted 
upon 
the 
natives before terms of peace will be 
considered by either side. 


A number of friendly natives, serv- 
ing with the British, deserted to the 
enemy buring the fight. The engage- 
ment lasted about six hours. 
General 
Garrington is understood to be prepar- 
ing to drive the enemy 
eastward 
towards the upper part of the country, 
where another fight may occur before 
the backbone of the uprisiog is finally 
broken. 


HELD FOR RANSOM. 


Millionaire James 
Campbell's 
Thrilling Experience. 


Oliver W. Wlntbrop and an Unknown 
Mnu Did tlie Deed to Raise 
^20,000.

7.—James 
Campbell, the millionaire sugar planter, 
of Honolulu, who mysteriously dropped 
out of sight for two days this week, 
says he was imnrisoned and robbed by 
Oliver W. Winthrop, who attempted to 
obtain the capitalist's signature io a 
$20,000 check as the price of his lib- 
erty, 
Winthrop, who was tried and 
acquitted last year on a charge of 
poisoning a woman in Laurel Hill 
cemetery, of which he was assistant 
superintendent, has disappeared. 
No 
trace has been found of hi» confeder- 
ate. Campbell says Winthrop decoyed 
him to his house on a slight pretext. 
Suddenly, he says, a masked 
man 
rushed into the room and, pointing a 
revolver at Campbell's head, ordered 
him to throw up his hands. 
Campbell 
says he leaped at his assailant and 
felled him to the floor. The man was 
dazed, almost stunned, but leveling his 
revolver again at Campbell, fired. The 
millionaire says the bullet grazed his 
temple and passed through his hat into 
the wall, 


Campbell sprang at the man again, 
but before he could reach him, he was 
knocked down by Winthrop, 
who 
struck him over the head with some 
heavy instrument. 
The 
two 
men 
then pounced on Campbell and bound, 
handcuffed and gagged him. 
They 
lifted him from the floor to a bed and 
strapped him to it. 
His feet and 
hands were tied to the four corners of 
the bed and a chain was passed over 
his body and fastened to staples driven 
into the floor. Captain of Detectives 
Lses, in his investigation afterwards, 
found the evidencd of 
this. 
Cords 
were passed around Campbell's body 
and drawn so tight that he could not 
move. 
For twelve hours Campbell was 
kept in this position, the gag being in 
his mouth all the time. 
Tuesday 
morning the gag was removed with the 
caution that he would be killed if he 
made any noise. 
He was told that he 
would have to sign a check or order 
for $20,000 before he would be released. 


He was shown a document, which 
they asked him to sign, and he was also 
ordered to write a note to his wife 
asking her to cash the check and to 
give the money to the bearer without 
asking any questions. 
Campbell says 
he refused to even read the paper, 
telling his captors that he did not care 
what they did to him. 
When the 
newspapers published the fact that 
Campbell had disappeared the million- 
aire says his captors became frightened 
and after dark released 
him. 
The 
police have a description of Winthrop's 
confederate, but no clew to his where- 
abouts.

No one oulside of this 
committee seems to be able to give out 
any information regarding the time 
when the stock exchange will again 
open its doors for business. 
It is said 
by some that had not the exchange 
been closed the failure of Moore Bros, 
would have affected the financial in- 
terests of Chicago, as much as did the 
Baring Bros.' downfall affect England. 
This, however, is only conjecture. 
The 
men seen so far refused to talk or to 
give out any information as to when 
the exchange will resume business. 
It 
is reported that the syndicate formed 
to settle Diamond Match contracts will 
take all etock in the name of the 
Moores upon a basis of $170 per share, 
it is estimated that the Moore hold- 
in ga amount to about 45,000 shareB, 
It ie also said ttat New York Biscuit 
can be bought at the late of seventy 
cents per share,

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug, 7.—The pro- 
visional national committee of those 
democrats not endorsing the recent 
Chicago platform and ticket, is holding 
its initial meeting here this afternoon 
It will first consider the question of 
calling another national democratic 
convention. 
After this matter is set 
tied and the character of the call is 
agreed upon, then will come up the 
usual questions as to when and where 
the national convention shall be held. 


There are questions of policy to be 
passed on as well as those of "time and 
place" and the meeting will be partici- 
pated in by more than the usual com- 
mitteemen of one from each state. 
While over two thirds of the states 
have representatives here as members 
of the provisional national committee, 
there are more advisory visitors than 
committeemen. 


The occtision is more in the nature of 
a general conference of the gold stand- 
ard democrats than that of a committee 
meeting. 
While the movement is an 
outgrowth of the free silver element 
controlling the Chicago convention of 
July 7, it did not take organic form till 
after that convention, when an address 
was issued and a conference held in 
Chicago July 24. 
On the following 
d»y, a temporary plan was adopted 
under which the meeting is held here 
today. 
This temporary plan provided 
for an executive committee consisting 
of Bragg, of Wisconsin; Broadhead, of 
Missouri; Haldeman, of 
Kentucky; 
Bobbins, of Illinois, and Bynum, of 
Indiana, which Jias made the arrange- 
ments for the meeting today and car- 
ried on correspondence 
with 
gold 
standard democrats in those states not 
represented at Chicago, July 24, so as 
to have a full representation at this 
time. 


Thetempora/y organization will be 
succeeded today by a permanent orga- 
nization, which will continue until a 
national convention is held and the 
cu itomary party machinery is made up 
in the usual way. 
The executive com- 
mittee will this afternoon make a re- 
part of all that has been done up to the 
present time and then turn everything 
over to the national commiUee. 


The members of the executive com- 
mittee held a short meeting this morn- 
ing. 
Delegates continue to arrive and 
by noon all will probably by here. 
General E. S. Bragg, who is regarded as 
one of the most important personages 
to be present, will arrive at noon. John 
C, Bullitt, of Philadelphia, said: 
"The 
democrats want 
something 
around 
which to rally. 
There is a strong sen- 
timent in Pennsylvania among the 
democrats against Bryan and free sil- 
ver." 
Mr, Bullitt said that he was of 
the determination to aid and give 
encouragement to the gold standard 
sentiment in whatever way it was pos- 
sible, 


F. W. M, CutcheoD, of St, Paul, 
speaking from the standpoint of Min- 
nesota democrats, 
thought a third 
ticket should be named, provided it 
could be done without the election of 
Bryan, 
"It is worth our while," said 
he, "to maintain the democratic party. 
We don't want to be absorbed by the 
republican party, and therefore cannot 
vote for McKinley." 


Mr, Cutcheon said that in Minnesota 
a third ticket would draw twelve demo- 
cratic votes, when McKinley would not 
draw one. 
For the third ticket he 
favored John G. Carlisle for president 
and E, S, Bragg for vice president, 


Ex-Con gressmah Outhwaite, of Co- 
lumbus, favors a third ticket, but has 
no choice of candidates, 
"The primary 
purpose of this movement," said he, "is 
to preserve the democratic party and 
its principles.

volves the defeat of the populist ticket

Berghoff 
authorix.es the statement that at the 
meeting of the gold standard democrats 
at the oflSce of P. A. Randall Wednes- 
day evening he was chosen as a mem- 
ber of the committee to attend the 
meeting at Indianapolis without his 
knowledge or consent. 
He was not 
present at the conference, but on that 
evening was at New Haven, attending 
a democratic meeting and listening to 
a free silver speech delivered by the 
Rev, Father Graham, of

a ratio that the gold in a gold doUar is 
worth mora than the silver in a silver 
dollar and the two cannot both stay 
in circulation. 
You might ai well try 
to circulate two kinds of gold dollars, 
one having more gold in it than the 
other. In such a case every bank, every 
ticket agent, every merchant, every 
person through whose hands money 
flows becomes a strainer to strain out 
the more valuable coins for speculation 
and pass the others on for circulation.

The dealer will also procure from the 
collector of internal revenue «nd affix 
to each package the proper tax paid 
stamp. 
The dealer wi(l then cancel 
the stamp by BO stenciling or drawing 
fivè fine parallel lines across the face 
thereof so that the lines will extend 
oyer onto the word of mch end of the 
stamp.

Dwellers in the city and 
country alike look upon its approach 
with a certain apprehension of the 
evils which the hot days may develop. 
They have come to regard August 
especially as a sickly month, dangerous 
to infants and children, and even to 
strong men and women. 


It is difficult to account for these 
notions. All things considered, sum- 
mer should be the healthiest season of 
the entire year. In the first place, it 
is the open air season. 
Not only are 
persons out,of doors more than in the 
winter, but they breathe fresher air 
indoors. Their clothing is lighter and 
more hygienic than cold weather cloth- 
ing. nieir diet is more varied and 
should be more healthful, because it is 
more delicate than the heavy foods of 
winter. Yet, with all these sanitary 
advantages, the majority of men and 
women do not improve in 
health 
during the warm weather. They catch 
cold, or their digestion is impaired, or 
they feel "run down" from the heat. 
An investigation of thMe 
cases of 
indisposition would show that in the 
main they resalted from an abuse of 
the privileges of summer. 


Summer itself is & health giving 
season, but there is a general misuse of 
its benefits. This misuse is relative to 
clothing, exercise and diet. In this 
climate there are almost ss many sud 
den changes of weather during June, 
July and August as during the winter 
months, yet comparatively few persons 
provide for these changes in their 
summer wardrobe. 
Because it is sum' 
mer they will shiver in their garments 
during a "spell" of damp or cool 
weather, then ascribe the inevitable 
cold to the caprioiousness of the season. 
The same unreasonableness is manifest 
in taking exercise. Young men and 
women ^especially, insist on playing 
tennis or golf, or riding twenty-five 
miles^n a wheel when the thermome 
ter stands at 90. Then they attribute 
their subsequent lassitude to the debil- 
itating heat. 


It is in the matter of diet, however, 
that most crimes against health are 
committed durins; the summer seasra. 
Because "fruit is wholesome" persons 
eat too much of it. They imbibe freely 
of ice water when overrated. 
They 
eat heavy meals before igoing outin 
the hot sun. if they are ill as a result 
of their imprudence they ascribe it to 
the heat. Many t>f the summer 'ill 
nesses of children are owing entirely 
to improper diet and 
to eating at 
wf^ng times and plices. 


An exercise of common sense is all 
that is necessary to tide an individual 
over the "dangerous season" of sum 
'mer. An observance of reasonable hot 
weather restrictions should result in 
an increase Of health and strehgth.

ers, as follows: "The thought of any 
given bodily change tends to the actual 
production in the body of the change 
that the thought represents."

It is the very 
idea so boldly and so persistently put 
forward by the late Prentice Mulford in 
his White Cross Library seriea 
It is, 
in brief, if yon mentally persist in an 
idea, and persist in it long enough and 
intensely enough, that very persistence 
will in time bring about the realization 
of your idea, provided it is anything 
reasonable and possible. 


Professor New bold mentions a fright- 
ful case of eczema that was cured by 
suggestion by Dr. Hamilton Osgood of 
Boston. Odier cur.es as remarkable are 
also given. It seems somehow that when 
the patient is in the hypnotic state a 
very pmvc-rful impression can be made 
on the mind. 
That impression is com- 
municated by the mind to the ntarvous 
system, which is extraordinarily stimu- 
lated to work bodily chauges. But here 
again wc are confronted with the fact 
that huudrcds of euros have 
been 
wrougJit when the patient was appar- 
ently not hjpijoiized at all.

It is a genuine pleasure to attend a 
game of base ball that is free from the 
everlasting "rooting" 
of 
the 
loud 
mouthed "rooter." 


This was the feeling and the expres- 
Bion of many of the people who at- 
tended the game at Lakeside park 
yesterday between the Fort Wayne and 
the Newcastle clubs. 


It has not been the case, however, 
with those who have witnessed the 
previous games played on the same 
grounds during the last several days, 
for "rooticg" that would be a disgrace 
to a howling mob of drunken bummers 
has characterized many of these exhi- 
bitions of the manly sport in this city. 


"Booting" is an act or acts indulged 
in on the part of the spectators attend- 
ing the game for the avowed purpose of 
encouraging one club, generally the 
home club, and discouraging the other 
club, generally the visitors. It consists 
of yelling and howling and the hurling 
of epithets at the players of the visiting 
club in order to "rattle" them as much 
as possible. 


If there ia any one thing that is more 
disgusting than another to a person 
who goes to a game of base ball to see 
the game it is the "rooting" of the 
"rooter." To have a howling mob set 
up a howl and a racket and keep the 
pandemonium up throughout the en- 
tire inning is not only unfair but it is 
disgraceful and takes away all the 
pleasure of seeing the game from at 
least nine-tenths of the spectators. 
Applauding good plays is all right, but 
"rooting" for the home team and hurl- 
ing coarse, brutal epithets at 
the 
players of the visiting olab is rowdyism 
of the very worst and meanest type. 


There has been too much of this dur- 
ing the present season on the part of 
Fort Wayne audiences and it ought to 
cease. If our home club cannot play 
hall and win without the assistance o( 
the "rooters," they ought to lose. 
Let 
each club be placed on its playing 
merits and let the best club win. That 
is base ball, and any other tactics is a 
disgrace. If other cities want to "root" 
for their clubs, let them do it, but let 
Fort Wayne audiences show that they 
can be fair tp the visitors and that they 
can iijeat them as gentlemen. 
This is 
the only right course to pursue and we 
venture the aaiertion that the patrons 
of the game will get more pleasure out 
of the game than they do with the 
System of disgraceful "rooting" that 
many seem to think they are in duty 
bound to do for the home club,and it will 
result also in au increased attendance 
from many who are now kept away by 
the disgraceful conduct of the loud- 
mouthed "rooters." 


It was a pleasure to note at yester- 
day's game the almost total absence of 
this "rooting" on the part of r the audi 
ence. Another noticeable thing was 
the fact that there was no "kicking" 
on the part of the players at the de- 
cisions of the umpire. Scenes difigrace- 
ful in the extreme, because one side or 
the other thought the rulings of the 
umpire were wrong, have characterizid 
many of the games played. 
It may be 
necessary at times to question the de- 
cisions of the umpire, but it is not 
necessATy to create a row and rumpus 
that looks like the beginning of a 
knock-down fight every time 
such 
questions are raised. 
People do not 
pay the price of admission to the 
grounds to witness such bullying and 
they would be a great deal better satis- 
fied if the players would play ball and 
cease their quarreling with the umpire. 
Let us hope that the "kicking" of the 
"kickers" is over. 


All this is by way of an introduction 
to the account of yesterday's game and 
it is to be hoped that the audiences 
and the players will think about the 
suggestions made aid 
respect 
the 
wishes and opinions of those who go 
to Lakeside park for the purpose of 
seeing the "players play ball."

Had Recently »led Wltli nia Hoots or, 


In the Desert of Sabutra—Married an 
American 
IVIfe and Once Lived in 
Dakota. 


HE report of the 
killing by Sonssis 
tribesmen 
of 
the 
Marquis de Alorea 
and. his bainl of 
thirty-five 
.m e n 
with which he set 
out from Tunis in 
April to arouse the 
Arabs against the 
English in the Sou- 
dan, after being de- 
nied, has been confirmed by a dispatch 
from Tunis. 
A servant who accom- 
panied the marquis on his expedition 
has arirved there with the announce- 
ment that his employer and a large 
number of his party were murdered by 
the natives near Gadames in the Desert 
of Sahara. 
The servant succeeded in 
making his escape from the attacking 
party and after a toilsome 
journey, 
filled with narrow 
escapes, 
reached 
Tunis, The Marquis of Mores was well 
known to Americans, as he married an 
American wife and either personally 
or by deputy killed an American cattle 
thief. 
He was the son of the duke of 
Vallombrosa, who despite his Italian 
title, probably purchased!, is a French- 
man. 
The marquis married in 1882 a 
daughter of Louis von Hoffman, the 
banker, of New York city. 
He came 
to America with his bridie about a year 
after their marriage and bought 15,000 
acres of land in what is known as the 
"bad lands" of Dakota. He started a 
town which he named Medora after 
his wife, and began to 
erect 
large 
slaughter houses to supply the eastern 
market with dressed beef. The town 
prospered and soon numbered 1,000 in- 
habitants, many of whom were em- 
ployed in the Industry he established. 


The nature of this industry naturally 
made him the especial enemy of cat- 
tle thieves, and this resulted in a war 
with them lasting a long time, during 
which he was often shot at. 
It cli- 
maxed In a battle between four out- 
laws on one side and the Marquis de 
Mores and two of his cattlemen on the 


in June, 1892, by Capt. Mayer, of the 
engineer corps, a professor in the Ecole 
Polytechnique. Capt. Mayer received a 
wound which proved fatal, and 
De 
Mores and his seconds were tried and 
acquitted. 
The following December 
the marquis fought a duel in Belgium, 
and was shot in the shoulder. 
Both 
duels grew out of tbe marquis taking 
the part of Edouard Drumont, editor of 
Libre Parole, an anti-Semite 
paper, 
when he was tried for libeling a dep- 
uty. 


The Marquis de Mores appeared In a 
roje different from any he had pre- 
viously filled when, with money ob- 
tained presumably by some compro- 
mise with his father, he got up the ex- 
pedition against the English which has 
resulted in his death. His wife accom- 
panied him to Tunis, from which place 
the expedition started on April 25. The 
Gaulois said of his enterprise: 


"The object of the journey Is a pa- 
triotic one. In consequence of the diffi- 
culties which England is making for us 
in Egypt he Intends to confer with a 
number of Arab military chiefs, whose 
acquaintance he has made in the course 
of his adventurous life, and who are 
devoted to him. Perhaps the English 
expedition will have to reckon with the 
obstacles which the Marquis de Mores, 
together with these independent Sou- 
danese chiefs, will be disposed to cre- 
ate." 


Caneht by Titles. 


Not long ago, a foreign authority 
says, a count appeared In London so- 
ciety and had a great success In cer- 
tain circles. At la^t he proposed to 
marry, a young lady of good family. In- 
quiries were then made about him for 
the first time, and It appeared that he 
was not the man he tacitly represent- 
ed himself to be, but one of 
many- 
younger brothers; and although 
the 
elder brother undoubtedly did possess 
the castles and lands mentioned, the 
younger brother had nothing but his 
wits, and on one or two occasions he 
had not been over-scrupulous, in using 
them.

CAREER OF

Apoplexy Ig the Cause of His 
Death—

J j RANK H. Hurd, 
the eminent states- 
^ 
man and 
lawyer, 
died In his apart- 
ments in the Boody 
House, 
T o l e d o , 
Ohio, recently af- 
ter a few days' ill- 
ness. He was able 
to walk äbout his 
room until the pre- 
vious 
day, 
when 
he was stricken with apoplexy. 
The 
recurring attacks rendered him uncon- 
scious, in which condition he lay until 
death.

. ! 


Frank Hurd was born 
at 
Mount 
Vernon, Knox county, Ohio, Dec. 25, 
1841. His father. Judge Hurd, took 
great pains with his education, and 
at an earllor age than Is usual he- 
w^s sent to Kenyon college, at Gam- 
bier, where he graduated when but 17 
years of age, taking the highest honors 
of his class. The next four years were 
spent in his father's ofBce, in the study 
of the law. At the age of 21 Mr. Hurd 
was admitted to practice, and from the 
beginning took a high ra^k in his pro- 
fession. In 1863 he was elected prose- 
cuting attorney for Knox county, and 
in 1866 was sent to the state senate, 
where he served one term 'With distfnc- 
cion. 
• In 1868 Mr. Hurd was appointed tp 
codify the criminal laws of Ohio, which 
commission 
was ably 
executed. In 
1869 he came to Toledo and formed a 
partnership with Judge 
Charles H. 
Scribner. 
During 
their 
partnership 
Harvey Serihner was admitted to the 
firm, and when Judge Scribner retired 
to go tpcm the bendh, Mr. Hurd re- 
tained his cemnection -jVith Harvey 
Scribner until Jan. 1, 18i94. 


In 1872 Mr. Hurd was first nominated 
for congress, anh his career as a na- 
tional character began from that time. 
He was defeated in that canvasg by I. 
it. SÄerv/ood. 
In i874 he again ran 
for congress, and this tinje was success- 
ful. He was re-elected in 1876, but 
was unseated by J. D. Cox. In 1878 h© 
was again elected, defeating Ji B. 
Luckey in a close contest. In 1880 he 
was again defeated. Judge J. M. Ritchie 
being elected. In 1882 he w ^ again 
elected, but in the campaign of 1883 
he Was defeated 
by Jacob Romela, 
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FRANK H. HURD. 
Since 1884 Mr. Hurd has been out of 
politics in the sense of being an as- 
pirant for any public office, but his in- 
fluence; has been felt in his party at all 
times and on many occasions his voice 
has been the strongest in shaping its 
policy in Ohio. Jan. 1, 1894, he formed 
a law partnership with O. S. Brumback 
and C. A. Thatcher, which continued to 
his death.

MPBOTEI» AIR BBAKBS. 


An inventor of New Orleans has 
patented 
an 
improvement 
on 
air 
brakes 
adapted for freight 
service 
cbiefly. It is designed to give the en- 
gineer more complete control, at all 
times, over his train. 
As at present 
U3ed the automatic air brake is, in 
some respects, the inventor claims, not 
all that could be desired, as, for in 
stance, in the controlling of a heavy 
train on a steep grade, if the air is on 
all the cars in the train, the engineer 
has no option but to sc^ the brakes on 
all those cars when he wants to control 
the speed of his train, and he likewise 
has no option but to release all the 
brakes when he wishes to increase his 
speed. 
On a grade of any length and 
steepness he has to control his train 
with the same brakes on the same 
wheels through the entire distance, 
from the top to the bottom, with 
the conseqaeut heating 
of the 
car 
wheels and with danger to the move 
ment of the train. 
Then, again, partic- 
ularly in the freight service, where the 
car reservoirs are comparatively small 
as compared with the brake cylinders, 
it does not take long to exhaust the air 
in the reservoirs, in which event the 
engineer cannot recharge the reservoirs 
without releasing bis brakes and virtu- 
ally losing control of his train for the 
time being 
The inventor's improve 
ment is aalculated to give the engineer 
much more cootrol in tbe handling of 
his train. 
He claims that it will enable 
him to sei and release iillthe brakes on 
the train simuItaneouBly, just as he does 
at the present, but, in aidiLionto that, 
it will enable him to set them ali, and 


1 when his speed is reduced to what he 
considers safe it will enable him to 
release a portion of hia brakes without 
releasing the balance, and when so 
released he can recharge the reservoirs 
on 
those 
cats without 
interfering 
in 
any 
w»y 
with . the 
brakes 
which are set. and will also make it 
possible for him in descending a steep 
grade to alternate his brakes, using 
one B«t until the wheels are beginning 
to ehcw the effect by heating, then 


releasing them and using the other 
set. 
This alternating can be done as 
often as he choose, and with very little 
waste of air. The principal advantage, 
aside from obviating the heating of the 
wheels, is, in the fact, the inventor 
claims, that tbe engineer need never 
lose control of his train by having to 
release 
his brakes to recharge his 
cylinders, and, again, while he has his 
train at all times under hi« control 
with a portion of 
his brakes, the 
balance are at all times in the condi- 
tion to be used at their highest efli 
ciency in the case of an emergency. 
In doing this it does not vitiate the 
automatic principal in the least. Should 
the train break in two the brakes will 
set instantly and 
automatically, in 
exactly the same manner as at present. 


NBW TBAIN SIGNALS 


The Pennsylvania company will soon 
adopt new train signals, which are 
radically different from those now in 
vogue. 
White lights will be abolished 
and obly red and green used. 
Trains 
which lua in two or more sections will, 
under the new rule, carry signals only 
on the rear section—just reversing the 
order of things—and a green fl^g on a 
caboose or engine will indicate the last 
section ot the train. 
This system of 
signals is now in operation on the lines 
east of Pittsburg. 


BICVCLIST PAqKD BT A LOCOMOTIVE. 


T H E SEMTINEL this morning received 
the following Associated Press dispatch 
from St. Louis: ' There seems to be no 
doubt now that Cyclist E E Anderson 
will make his attempt next Sunday to 
pedal a mile a mihute, fiaced by a loco- 
motive, accompanied by his trainer, 
A. Buckner, A. C. Williams, assistant 
general passenger agent of the BluflF 
line, over which the trial will be made. 
Anderson went to Odenburg, III, and 
made two trials behind a locomotive. 
He covered two quarters, one at a rate, of 
twenty-seven miles an hour and another 
at thirty five miles.

WORKMAN FIGHTING FOR A SEAT IN 
THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


He Claims to Be Lord Carlingford—X2»> 
taten Fielding 8100,000 a Tear Are Hli 
ff Be Can l»rove His Title—His Adven- 
ture» All Over the World. 


There is now living In Vineland, N. 
J., a man, humblo in occupation, knoWn 
as plain Jfc. Swift. Nope bi^hia closest 
friends knows bbat ho is struggling for a 
seat In the house of lords of Great Brit- 
ain. 


Mr. Swift, tbe patient toiler in the 
fields, the humble mechanic in a work- 
shop, the modast vender of household 
goo^ of his own handiwork, is the 
Right Hon. George Godwin Bamham 
Swifte, the son and rightful heir to the 
title and estates of the late Lord Car- 
lingford of Swifte's Heath, Ireland. 


The family was established in Ire- 
land centuries aga 
In 1639 the title is 
found in the list of peers entitled to sit 
in the house of lords. The family es- 
tates comprise Swifte's Heath, County 
Kilkenny; Lion's Den, Castle Rickard, 
in County Westmeath; two estates in 
County Carlow, an estate named Loo- 
nagh, in Coiinty Leitrim, real estate in 
Palmyra and Dundrum and valuable 
property in the city of Dublin. 
They 
yield an income of about £20,000 per 
annum. 


Viscouni Carlingford( Godwin Meade 
Pratt Swifte) contracted in early man- 
hood a form of marriage with an Aus- 
trian baroness, which marriage subse- 
quently proved illegal, according to the 
laws of Great Britain. A son was the 
issue of this alliance. 


In 1845 Lord Carlingford married 
Jane Anna, daughter of General Hop- 
kins of the British army. Of this m&r- 
riage there were four children—three 
sons and a daughter—and while yet very 
young their mother died. 


The misfortunes of which thöy be- 
came -yictims were the results of their 
father's second marriage, which toofc 
place in 1863, the one upon whom Lord 
Carlingford bCvStowed his hand and title 
being Miss Clark, a lady of excellent 
social position living in County Kilken- 
ny. Öis lordship survived his marriage 
about a year, dying after an illness of 
only a few days. As issue of this mar- 
riage ho left a son, Godwin Meade But- 
ler Swifte, the rival cJaim^t for the 
estates and title.

George had been several months at 
Swifte's Heath, when one d^y his step- 
mother informed him and liOnjTueville 
that she had taken out letters of .admin- 
istration ; that she did not», knoif wliich 
was the heir, but. hoped that, hovwver 
fche matter was decided, they would al- 
low ber the jointure provided henr by 
Ijord Carlingford. 


With a small sum of money given 
them by-iheir stepmother, the ladsUeft 
Swifte's Heath to earn the bread den ied 
them at their own table, l/onguevjille 
joined the royal Irish constabulary.

George went to London, w.hete heire- 
mained about six months with his/sis- 
ter and then joined her majesty'» 
port frigate Monarch as port oflScer. He 
had some strange adventures all over 
the world and finally settled imCanada, 
deterniined' to accept any honest em- 
ployment thsit would support him. 
He 
found employment on f ^ m s and in 
workshops, on railiroads and in lumber 
camps, working faithfully year in. and 
year out and never losing hope of the 
ultimate triumph of his cause. 


He presented his claims as heir to his 
father's estate to Mr. B. O'Conner Hor 
gau of Tralee aa hia solicitor and got an 
opinion on his case frcan Charles Hare 
Hemphill, queen's counsel. The opin- 
ion was favorable, andyhe was advised 
to institute proceedings, biit being-with 
out funds and unable to secure assist- 
ance he was forced temporarily to aban- 
don his suit. 
When he applied to the 
courts later, however, and the case was 
called, notwithstanding the opposition 
of the rival claimtmt, who sought to 
stop proceedings on the ground that the 
case was barred by' the statute of lim

The next step was to sue for 
possession, but here again the Claim- 
ant's progress was blocked by lack of 
funds. 


Mr. Swifte found it impossible to 
raise the money required to push his 
suit, and after a year and a half spent 
in vain endeavor to enlist friends wl^o 
would furnish the sinews of war he 
again left home to try his luck in 
America, coming this time to Vineland.

Swifte has worn on his finger a gold 
ring on which is tho likeness of King 
Oharles I, given by the king to Mr. 
Swifte's ancestor, Sir Godwin Swifte, 
as a token for selling his Y'orkshire es- 
tates for many broad pieces of gold, with 
which ho purchased tho liberty of his 
maje.sty from Carisbrooke castle, isle of 
Wight. Mr. Swifte has been correspond- 
ing with the royal family of England, 
and wlx-n he appeiured at the Vineland 
poHtoffice in his working clothes, brown 
and weather stained, some time ago and 
received a letter from the Prince of 
Wales, on which was the royal coat of 
arms, quite a flutter was created among 
the clerks of the office. Mr. Swifte lives 
in his humblo cottage at 413 Pear street 
and is often seen, accompanied by his 
pet, a little yellow dog.—New York 
World.

The mounted men were sent forward 


at a gallop to storm the hills on the

gallantly led by Major Kerahaw, who 
charged up to within fifteen yards ol 
the enemy's position, when he was shot 
through the heart by a native, who 
almost immediately afterwards fell, 
literally riddled with bullets. 


The advance of the main body of 


Plumer'B forces was quickly noticed by

caused them to take steps to retreat in 
order to escape being caught between 
three fires.

action the enemy broke aud fled. The 
guns and war rockets played upon the 
natives as long as they were in range, 
Uut the main loss of the enemy was 
inflicted while they vtere so bravely 
charging almost up to tha muzr.les of 
the British pieces. The bravery of the 
natives earned the admiration of tbe 
British, but their ebooting wns of* the 
worst possible description. 


Djring the first rush upon the Beres- 


ford kobje, Captain Lelweeyn per. 
sonally saved the Maxim gun by eome 


smart sabre and revolver work. 
At 


one time he was completely alone, the 
natives having driven back the gunners 
and being almost in possession of the 
pieces. 
The 
caotain's 
determined 


stand, however, enabled a British rush 
to regain the gun, and he was helped 
out of his difficulties. 


The defeat of the natives will un- 


doubtedly have considerable effect eg 
the impis defeated are among the best 
trained of the rebel forces. It is be 
lieved, however, that a further tdvance 
of the British forces must be made and 
another defeat 
irfticted 
upon the 


natives befoie terms of peace will be 
considered by either side. 


A number of friendly natives, 


ing with the British, deserted to the 
enemy curing tbe fight.

.race ha? been found of his confeder- 
ate. 
Campbell says Winthrop decoyed 
to his house on a slight pretext. 


Suddenly, he says, » masked 
man 


rushed into the room and, pointing a 
revolver at Campbell's head, ordered 
lim to throw up his hands. 
Campbell 


iayfl he leaped at his assailant and 


him to the floor. Tho man was 


dazed, almost stunned, but leveling his 
revolver again at Campbell, fired. The 
millionaire says the bullet grazed his 
emple and passed through his hat into 
he wall. 


Campbell sprang at the man again, 


lut before he could reach him, he was 
inocked down by Winthrop, 
who 


struck him over tho head with some 
leavy instrument, 
The 
two men 


then pounced on Campbell and bound, 
landcuffed and gagged him. They 
ifted him from the floor to a bed and 
itrapped him to it. 
His feet aud 


lands were tied to the four corners o'f 
the bed and a chain was passed over 
iis body aud fastened to staples driven 
nto the floor. Captain of Detectives 
Lees, in his investigation afterwards, 
ound the evidenca of this. Cords 
were passed around Campbell's body 
and drawn eo tight that he could not 
move. For twelve hours Campbell was 
•cept in this position, the gag being in 
jig mouth all the time. 
Tuesday 


morning the gsg was removed with the 
caution that he would be killed if he 
made any noise. He was told that ho 
would have to sign a check or order 
for $20,000 before he would be released. 


He was shown a document, which 


they asked him to sign, and ho was also 
ordered to write a note to his wife 
asking her to caah the check and to 
jive the money to the bearer without 
asking any questions. Campbell says 
he refused to evon read the paper, 
telling his captors that he did not care 
what they did to him. When the 
newspapers published the fact that 
Campbell had disappeared the million- 
aire says his captors became frightened 
and after dark released him. The 
police have a description of Winthrop's 
confederate, but no clew to his where- 
abouts.

Tho "Filled Clipt-se" Law. 


The commissioner of internal rev- 


enue, Mr. Miller, with the approval of 
the secretary of the treasury, haa issued 


, a series of regulations for the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the act de- 
fining .heepe and also imposing R tax 
upon and regulating the manufacture, 
sale, importation and exportation of 
1 filled cheese," and the provisions of 
the law will be carried out by the 
officers in this district. 


The regulations prescribe that on 


the day when the act goes into effect, 
vi?, September 4, 189»'>, all filled cheese 
in the hands of dealers must be in 
wooden packages of not less than ten 
pounds each and every dealer must 
make, under oath, a written inventory 
(which may be sworn to before a col- 
lector or dpputy collector of revenue) 
of all packages on hand on that date 
containing ten pounds or more of filled 
cheese. 
Such inventory shall show 


the quantity and date in the oase of 
each package and the dealer must 
mark each package accordingly. The 
name of the person holding the pack- 
age September 4 must also be marked 
thereon 
immediately following 
the 


date. 
The regulations further pre- 


scribe as follows among other things: 


The dealer will also procure from the 


collector of irv'ernal revenue and 
affix 


to each package the proper tax paid 
stamp. 
The dealer will then cancel 


the stamp by so stenciling or drawing 
five fine parallel lines across the face 
thereof so that the lines will extend 
over onto the word of each end of the 
stamp. In the cancellation the words 
and figure on the stamp must not be 
defaced. 


On the Hh of September, 189ft. or as 


soon thereafter as practicable, the inter- 
nal revenue officers shall travel over 
their respective districts, report the 
stocks in the hands of the dealers and 
sei i1! all that is not found duly marked, 
branded, stamped, etc.

I be belief is common that summer 


IB essentially an unhealthy season of 
the year. 
Dwellers in the city and 


country alike look upon its approach 
with a certain apprehension of the 
evils which the hot days may develop. 
They have come to regard August 
especially as a sickly month, dangerous 
to infants and children, and even to 
strong men and women. 


It is difficult to account for these 


notions. All things considered, sum- 
mer should be the healthiest season of 
the entire year. In the first place, it 
is the open air season. 
Not only are 


persons out of doors more than in the 
winter, but they breathe fresher air 
indoors. Their clothing is lighter and 
more hygienic than cold weather cloth- 


ing. 
Their diet is more varied and 


should be more healthful, because it is 
more delicate than the heavy foods ol 
winter. Yet, with all these sanitary 
advantages, the majority of men and 
women do not improve in 
health 


during the warm weather. They catch 
cold, or their digestion is impaired, ci 
they feel "run down" from the heat. 
An investigation of these 
cases of 


indisposition would show that in the 
main they resulted from an abuse of 
the privileges of summer. 


Summer itself is a health giving 


season, but there is a general misuse of 
its benefits. This misuse is relative to 
clothing, exercise and diet. In this 
climate there are almost ss many sud- 
den changes of weather during June, 
July and August as during the winter 
months, yet comparatively few persons 
provide for these changes in their 
summer wardrobe. Because it is sum- 
mer they will shiver in their garments 
during a "spell" of damp or cool 
weather, then ascribe the inevitable 
cold to the capriciousnese of the season 
The same unreasonableness is manifest 
in taking exercise. Young men and 
women especially, insist on playing 
tennis or golf, or riding twenty five 
miles on a wheel when the thermome- 
ter stands at 90. Then they attribute 
their subsequent lassitude to the debil- 
itating heat. 


It is in the matter of diet, however, 


that most crimes against health are 
committed during the summer season. 
Because "fruit is wholesome" persons 
eat too much of it. They imbibe freely 
of ice water when overheated. 
They 


eat heavy meals before going out in 
the hot sun. If they are ill as a result 
of their imprudence they ascribe it to 
the heat. Many of the summer ill- 
nesses of children are owing entirely 
to improper diet and 
to eating at 


wrong times and places. 


An exercise of common sense is all 


that is necessary to tide an individual 
over the "dangerous season" of sum- 
mer. 
An observance of reasonable hot 


weather restrictions should result in 
an increase of health and strength.

"rooter." To have a howling mob set 
up a howl and a racket and keep the 
pandemonium up throughout the en- 
tire inning is not only unfair but it is 
disgraceful and takes away all the 
pleasure of seeing the game from at 
least nine tenths of the spectators. 
Applauding good plays ia all right, but 
"rooting" for the home team and hurl- 
ing coarse, brutal epithets at 
tbe 


playera of the visiting club is rowdyism 
of the very worst and meanest type. 


There has been too much of this dur 


ing the present season on the part or 
Fort Wayne audiences aud it ought to 
cease. I four home club cannot play 
ball and win without the assistance of 
the "rooters," they ought to loae. 
Let 


each club be plaoed on its playing 
meri's and let the beat club win. That 
is base ball, and any other tactics is a 
disgrace. I f other cities want to "root" 
for their clubs, let them do it, but let 
Fort Wayne audiences show that they 
can be fair tp the visitors and that they 
can treat them as gentlemen. 
This i* 


the only right course to pursue and we 
venture the assertion that the patrons

EM ARKABLE CAREER OF THE 


FRENCH DUELIST. 


Had Recently Died With III* 
BOOM oi> 


In Ihe Desert ot Sahara—'Married »n 
American Wife and Ones Lived la 
D»kota- 


HE report ol the 
killing by Soussis 
tribesmen of 
the 


Marquis do Motes 
and his lan.l of

with which he set 
out from Tunis m 
April to arouse the 
Arabs against the 
English in the Sou- 
dan, 
after being de- 


nied, has been confirmed by a dispatch 
from Tunis. 
A servant who accom- 


panied the marquis on his expedition 
has arlrved there with the announce- 
ment that his employer and a large 
number of his party were murdered by 
the nathes near Cadames in the Desert 
of Sahara. 
The servant succeeded in 


making his escape from the attacking 
party and after a toilsome journey, 
filled \\ith narrow escapes, 
reached 


Tunis. The Marquis of Mores was well 
known to Americans, as he married an 
American wife and either personally 
or by deputy killed an American cattle 
thief. 
He \vas the son of the duke of 


Vallombrosa, who despite his Italian 
title, probably purchased, is a Fiench- 
man. 
Tho marquis married in 18S2 a 


daughter of Louis von Hoffman, the 
banker, of New York ctty. 
He came 


to America with his bride about a year 
after their marriage and bought 15,000 
acres of land in what Is known as the 
"bad lands" of Dakota 
He started a 


tov.n which he named Medora after 
his wife, and began to 
erect 
large 


slaughter houses to supply the eastern 
marlfet v.lth dressed beef. The to\\n 
prospered and soon numbered 1,000 in- 
habitants, many of whom were em- 
ployed in the Industry he established. 


The nature of this industry naturally 


made him the especial enemy of cat- 
tle thieves, and this resulted In a war 
with them lasting a long time, during 
which he was often shot at. 
It cli- 


maxed !n a hattle between four out- 
laws on one side and the Marquis de 
Mores and two of his cattlemen on the 


in June, 1893, by capt. Mayer, of tho 
engineer corps, a professor in tho Ecole 
Polytechnique. Capt. Mayer received a 
wound which proved fatal, and 
De 


Mores and his seconds were tried and 
acquitted. 
The 
following December 


the marquis fought a duel In Belgium, 
and was shot in the shoulder. Both 
duels grew out of the marquis taking 
the part of Edouard Drumont, editor of 
Libre Parole, an anti-Semite paper, 
when he was tried for libeling a dep- 
uty. 


The Marquis de Mores appeared tn a 


roJe different from any he had pre- 
viously filled vthen, with money ob- 
tained presumably by some compro- 
mise with his father, he got up the ex- 
pedition against the English which haa 
resulted In his death. His wife accom- 
panied him to Tunis, from which place 
the expedition started on April 35. The 
Gaulols said of his enterprise: 


"The object of the Journey Is a pa- 


triotic one. In consequence of the diffi- 
culties which England is making for us 
In Egypt he Intends to confer with a 
number of Arab military chiefs, whose 
acquaintance he has made in the course 
of his adventurous life, and who are 
devoted to him. Perhaps the English

IMPROVED AIR BRAKES. 


An inventor of New Orleans has 


patented an improvement on 
air 


brakes adapted for freight 
service 


chiefly. It is designed to give the en- 
gineer more complete control, at all 
times, over his train. As at present 
u»ed the automatic air brake is, in 
some respects, the inventor claims, not 
all that could be desired, as, for in 
stance, in the controlling of a heavy 
train on a steep grade, if the air is on 
all the cars in the train, the engineer 
has no option but to set the brakes on 
all those cars when he wants to control 
the speed of his train, and he likewise 
has no option but to release all the 
brakes when he wishes to increase his 
speed. On a grade of any length and 
steepness he han to control his train 
with the same brakes on the same 
wheels through the entire- distance, 
from the top to the bottom, with 
the consequent healing of the car 
wheels and with danger to the move- 
ment of the train. Then, again, partic- 
ularly in the freight service, where the 
car reservoirs are comparatively small 
as compared with the brake cylinders, 
it does not take long to exhaust the air 
in the reservoirs, in which event the 
engineer cannot recharge the reservoirs 
without releasing bis brakes and virtu- 
ally losing control of his train for the 
time being 
The inventor's improve- 


ment is oilculatcd to give the engineer 
much more control in the handling of 
his train. He claims that it will enable 
him to set aad release sll the brakes on 
the tiain simultaneously, justashedoes 
at the present, but, iu addition to that, 
it will enable him to set them all, and 
when his speed is reduced to what he 
considers nafe it will enable him to 
release a portion of his brakes without 
releasing the balance, and when so 
released he can recharge the reservoirs 
on 
in 


those cars 
any 
w»y 


without interfering 
with , the brakes 


which are set, and will also make it 
possible for him in descending a sUep 
grade to alternate hia brakes, using 
one set until the wheels are beginning 
to ehow the effect by heating, then 


releasing them and using the other 
set. This alternating can be done as 
often ts he choose, and with very tittle 
waste of air. The principal advantage, 
aside from obviating the heating of the 
wheels, is, in the fact, the inventor 
claims, that the engineer need never 
lose control of bis train by having to 
release his brakes to recharge his 
cylinders, and, again, while he has hi* 
train at all times nnd«r hie control 
with a portion of 
his brake*, the 


balance are at all times in the condi- 
tion to be need at their highest efH 
cieocy in the case of an emergency. 
In doing this it does not vitiate the 
automatic principal in the least Should 
the train break in two the brakes will 
set instantly and 
automatically, in 


exactly the name manner as at present. 


SBW TRAIN" SIGNALS 


The Pennsylvania company will soon 


adopt new train signal*, which are 
radically diffemnt from those now in 
vogue. White lights will be abolished 
and only red and green used. Trains 
which luo. m iwo or more sections will, 
under the new rule, carry signals only 
on the rear section—just reversing the 
order of things—and a green fl»g on a 
caboose or engine will indicate the last 
section 01 the uain.
